all the Presidencies, Settlements and Stations under 
the Government of India from the date of the arrival 





of the Gazette containing them in respect to all leaves 
of absence granted after that date, The notes slow 
tho interpretation put by the Council of India upon 
the rules in their application to casos not specifically 
mentioned. 

Rules for application for leave of absence and for 
firing the lucal linits within which it may be granted. 











Sec, I. No leave of absence from any Office or 
Station can be granted, but by the Government of

Bengal.

Soc. IV. Upon application duly made the Govern- 
ment of each Presidency may grant leave of absence 
toany place or piaces in the Continent of India, whe- 
ther within the Territories subject to the Government 
of the East India Company, or not to any Civil or Mi- 
litary Servant holding a Civil appointment, subject to 
all the conditions presgribed in the rules that may be 
applicable to his ease. Upon similar application tho 
Government of eact Presidency may also grant leave 
to such persons subject to the like ennditions, to pro- 
ceed to the Island of St. Helena, the Colony of tho 
Cape of Hope, or to any place situate between the 
“B6th Degres of North Latitude and the 50th Degree 
of South Latitude, such place being lixewiso between 
the 80th and the 180th rees of Longitude East of 
Greenwich, excepting however any Islands in the Mo- 
diterranean or Levant, and excepting all es within 
the said Geogeapblea! limits which may part of 
Eorope.

The fellowing Act passed by the Right Hon'ble the 
Governor General of India in Council, on the 17th of 
February 1840, is hereby promulgated for general 
information. 





Acr No. IV. or 1840, 


An Act for preventing Affrayt concerning the 
possession of Land, and for providing relief in cases 
of forcible dispossession, within the Presidency of Fort 
William in Bengal. 

1. Whereas it is expedient to remove doubts which 
have arisen upon the interpretation of Regulation XV 
of 1624, and to amend the Law for preventingnA fia; 
concerning the possession of Land, and for givag ef 
fa cases of forcible dispossession, and to extend it to 
cases not hitherto provided for, aud to make it appli- 
cable to persons of every class or description, whether 
British-born subjects or others : 

It leheroby enacted, that Regulation KLIX of 1798, 
Berleho ay of 170 ulation here ote 
Section 5, Regulation 1818, Regulation XV of 
1084, and Regulation 1] of 1820, of the Code, 
together with so much of any Regulations as extends

IL, And it is hereby enacted, that whenevor any 
Magistrate or other Officer exercising the powers of 
a Magintrate may bo certified that a dispute likely to 
inducea breach ofthe peace exists concerning any Land, 
Desmions, Water, Faker Crops, or other produce of 
Jand, within tho limits of his jurisdiction, he shall 
record x proceeding, stating the grounds of his being-
